| City Council Comes To Halt In 
Cons-deration Of Power Offer 


Representative of General Electric Company is Asked to Consider 


Another Offer at Lower Rate 


of Interest or as Alternative Offer 


With no Profit-Sharing Clause 


For the time being negotiations be- 
tween the city council and the General 
Electric company. of London, Eng- 
land, represented by R. H. Parsons, 
in respect to the conypany taking 
over the operation of the power house, 
are at a standstill. 

Counc!! informed Mr. Parsons last 
night that it could not accept the 
third clause in the proposed agree- 
ment, which deals with the setting 
aside of an amortisation fund for 
writing off any capital expenditure 
incurred by the company, and the 


writing off of this expenditure by ten) 


annual payments. On any portion of 
this expenditure outstanding at any 
time interest at the rate of 15 por 
eent was to be pald by the city and 
the proposed rate of Interest was the 
main po.nt of objection. As there 
appeared to be no way out of the dlf- 
ficulty at the moment, Mr. Parsons 
said that he was sure his company 
would not wish to vary the rate, the 
debate ended and council adjourned. 

For the object, however, that the 
matter should still remain open, the 
following resolution, moved by Ald. 
Kinney and seconded by Ald. Hep- 
burn, was oarried. 

“That council request Mr. Parsons 
to submit another offer based on A 
lower rate of interest, and a further 
offer without a profit-sharing basis, 
put with a rate per k.wh, and with 
provision made for revision of rates.” 

It will make the matter more Iintel- 
ligent to the general public when {t fs 
ftated that In the proposed agreement 
the company offered to take over the 
plant, instal the necessary new ma- 
chinery required without asking the 
city to put up any money for such 
purchases, and then to sell the elec- 
tricity produced to the city at 1.66 
cents per k.w.h. Then whatever 
profits were made, the company ot- 
fered to share therm with the city, 
but on the other hand, it was not 
asked that the city should share in 
any loss incurred. 


Before Division of Profits 


Before any division of profits were 
made all operation and management 
carges had to be taken out of the 
revenue in the ordinary way, then 
a sufficient sum that would enable 
the capital expenditure to be written 
off in ten years, and 15 per cent. 
Interest allowed on any outstanding 
sum: At the end of the ten years all 
the machinery would become the 
property of the city. 

The attack on the proposed agres- 
ment was made by Ald. Milton Mar- 
tin, when the third clause containing 
the specification of interest to be pald, 
had been reached. He contended that 
there was nothing to limit the capt- 
ta] expenditure of the company. Also 
he contended, basing the cost of the 
unit at $300,000, that in the ten years 
they were going to pay an additional 
$265,000 in interest. If {t was going to 
cost them that much to accept the 
offer, it would be cheaper to borrow 
the money at 10 per cent and do it 
themselves, 

Ald. Abbott said that personally the 
15 per cent was an unsurmountable 
barrier so far as any further consider- 
ation of the offer was concerned. 

Ald. Milton Martin remarked that, 
as council knew. Ald. Abbott, Ald. 
Bowen and himself were not bound to 
municipal ownership, yet when they 
pgreed on a point as they did now, 
he did not consider that it was much 
use going on with the matter. 

Ald. Bowen: You mean in regard to 
the 15 per cont interest? 

Ald. Milton Martin: Yes.

The authority given for 
this statement is O. M. Biggar, K.C.,

Act. Mr. Biggar said in his instruc- 
tions for the preparation of the lists 
that “lists prepared for a vote under

“not available for subsequent use for 
“any purpose.” 

It would be interesting to have 
some legal justification of Mr. Big- 
gar's statement. What will count fin- 
ally in determining whethor tnese lista 
will be used, if it should suit the 
Government to use them, is the law on 
the point, So far as the Dominion 
Elections Act itself is concerned some 
sections appear to enable the lists to 
be used, If there is a specific enact- 
ment to the contrary Mr. Biggar 
would clarify the situation by quoting 
it for the benefit of the public at 
large.
